WHERWAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama at its last session ordered 
an olection by the qualified elector 
of the State of Alabama upon a cer 
tain proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, whieh pro 
posed amendment is herein set out 
and ordered that the election be 
held on the Wirst Tuesday in May 
in the year 1982, this date bein: 
more than three months from and 
after the final adjournment of the 
regular session at which the said 
amendment was proposed, and 

WHERIDAS, notice of such elec 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law to 
be given by proclamation of the 
Governor; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M, Mil 
ler, Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama, do hereby give notice, direct 
and proclaim that on Tuesday the 
8rd day of May, 1982, being the first 
Tuesday in May, an election will 
be held at the several polling 
places within the State of Alabaina 
for the yote of the qualified elex 
tors of the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form as required by 
law upon the following amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama, viz: 

ARTICH ——. “(a) That the 
municipalities of the Cities of 

Wufaula and Talladega, through 

their respective governing bod- 


jes, in addition to the taxes 
which they are by any other 
provision of the Constitution, 


or %any amendment ®thereto 
otherwise authorized to levy 
and collect, may each levy and 
collect from and after the 
adoption of this amendment, an 
additional tax of not exceeding 
one-half of one per centum per 
annum to be devoted to such 
purposes as may be designated 
by the governing body of the 
municipality, but before any 
such additional tax can be

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What about your sweet potato | 
patch? Do you expect to have a} 
patch this year, or a small field of | 
potatoes? Now is the time to get) 
things ready for your potatoes. It 
has been my experience that you 
make most of your potato before 
you stick the slip out. Your soil 
should be well prepared, well fer- 
tilized and bedded before the rain. 
Do not wait until it rains and then 
run out and try to fix up a place 
for your potatoes, The man who 
follows that plan never has pota- 
toes to sell, Your land should be 
prepared well in advance and ey- 
evrything ready for the rain. As | 
soon after the rain as possible the 
top of the bed should be knocked ! 
off and the slips put out. I be-| 
lieve it best to stick them down 
with a sharp stick and then pull 
the stick out without filling up the 
hole, Try leaving the hole open 
on some and you will tell a differ- 
ence. Potash is the needed fertil- 
izer to make sweet potatoes. Do 
not use cottonseed meal except in 
very smal] quantities, You need 
some phosphate, but not too much, 
If you do not have the fertilizer 
when you prepare your land it will 
do pretty well to put it down when 
you bar them off. Did you ever 
hear of the man who made too 
many sweet potatoes? Well, he 
died a long time ago trying to 
stay up and watch his money.
